Libraries to 
shut in plan 
to cut costs

THREE libraries in Luton are 
facing closure as the council 
continues the drive to find 
cash-saving cuts. 

A report which is due to be 
discussed by the authority’s 
Executive later this month, 
recommends that Wigmore 
library and Sundon Park 
library should be shut perma¬ 
nently, with the mobile library 
service also being ended. 

Elsewhere, the report sug¬ 
gests that services at the 
Central library, Bury Park 
library and the Home library 
would stay the same, while 
Lewsey Park library would be 
single-staffed, Marsh Farm 
library would see a decrease in 
opening hours but would stay 
open all day on a Saturday, and 
Leagrave library would stay 
open, but would shut on 
Sundays. 

In addition, three library 
access points would be 
installed throughout the com¬ 
munity, which would allow 
residents to search for and 
request their books. 

At present, the locations for 
these access points has not 


been decided. 

This option, if accepted by 
the council, would save 
£600,000 of the £650,000 that 
was expected to be saved from 
the library services. 

A second option, would see 
Bury Park library close, in 
addition to the changes 
proposed. 

With libraries facing closure 
there will be the inevitable 
threat of redundancies at 
Luton Culture, but the final 
number of staff at risk will not 
be known until an option is 
chosen by the authority. 

A spokeswoman for Luton 
Culture, the independent trust 
which looks after the library 
services in the town, said: 
“Luton Culture believes that 
the loss of any library is detri¬ 
mental, particularly at this 
current time of economic 
hardship for many. 

“However, we feel that taking 
into account the significant 
reduction in funding, the 
option being recommended 
will provide the best possible 
library service for Luton resi¬ 
dents.” 

As the report had not been 
published at the time that 
Luton on Sunday went to press, 


the council was unable to 
make an official comment on 
the proposals. 

However, it is thought that 
the authority has worked 
closely with Luton Culture to 
create the recommended 
option. 

It is believed that more than 
4,000 residents from across the 
town engaged with the long- 
running consultation process, 
which asked people how often 
they use their local library, 
how they travel to it, and how 
they would be affected if the 
service was lost. 

At present, 88 per cent of the 
residents in town are no 
further than one mile from a 
library. 

If the first option is accepted, 
this would only slightly drop to 
86.6 per cent. 

Both of these recommenda¬ 
tions are due to be discussed 
by the council’s Executive at a 
meeting at the town hall on 
Monday, July 29.

People are still waiting on transplant lists so

PCC wants council tax rise to ‘protect’ police 


BEDFORDSHIRE’S Police and 
Crime Commissioner, Oily 
Martins, has said that residents 
council tax contributions for 
policing should rise by £5 per 
household in the wake of a 
watchdog report. 

The report from HM 
Inspectorate of Constabulary 
(HMIC) said the force had almost 
“exhausted the options” for cut¬ 
ting costs and was identified as 
one of five forces which could 
find it hard to cope with future 
cuts to its budget. 

This comes as a Freedom of 


Information request revealed 
that the force had spent £2.5m 
policing protests by the English 
Defence League - the highest fig¬ 
ure of any force throughout the 
country. 

In a statement, Oily Martins 
said: “We should be allowed the 
flexibility to increase our council 
tax by £5 per household until we 
reach the average, without hav¬ 
ing to hold a referendum each 
year, as opposed to the mere two 
per cent rise we were allowed 
this year. 

“I appreciate this may not be a 


very popular move with 
Bedfordshire’s tax payers and it 
would only reduce the cuts we 
need to make by one tenth. 

“But our precept, or the amount 
people pay for policing through 
the council tax, is well below the 
national average of what is paid 
in other forces and many people I 
speak to tell me they are 
prepared to pay a little more to 
protect frontline policing.”

A DOG walker who rescued a terrified 
rabbit she found abandoned in a park 
has she said is ‘angry' that it was left 
in an area where foxes could have 
killed it. 

Jackie Gunn, 62, of Wodecroft Road, 
was out walking her dogs in Lewsey 
Park on Tuesday evening when she 
stumbled across the family pet that 
had been dumped in a bird cage. 

After picking up the animal, which 
she has named ‘Prince Harry’, she 
returned home to care for it but has 
since expressed her shock at finding 
the creature in a place she said is 
regularly frequented by foxes. 

Mrs Gunn’s discovery came ahead of 
a warning that this weekend is expect¬ 
ed to be its busiest of the year for calls 
to the RSPCA. Yesterday was being 
dubbed ‘Black Saturday’ by the chari¬ 
ty, the day in the year where they 
receive the highest amount of calls. 

Mrs Gunn said: “I was just so angry 
that they could leave a rabbit like that. 
It was just evil. 

“Rabbits are silent sufferers and they 
can’t alert anyone, all they can do is 
run until they drop. I was there at the 
right time and I am glad that I was. 

“There were foxes out there and 
there were also a lot of dog walkers. It 
was really the worst time to abandon a 
rabbit. I was upset that somebody 
could do that to a defenceless 


creature. 

“It’s terrible thing to do. The problem 
is that rabbits have more predators 
than anything else.” 

Mrs Gunn, who has been a pet lover 
since the age of five and owns three 
dogs, said she named the rabbit 
‘Prince Harry’ because she thinks he 
looks like a ‘young buck’ 

She is considering finding a new 
home for the abandoned pet but added 
that she had grown quite attached to 
him. 

She said: “I have always been a pet 


lover. My first every pet was a cat when 
I was five and since then it has always 
been dogs. 

“I used to deal with German 
shepherds at an animal shelter but 
they are too big for me now. 

“I’ve got a feeling that Prince Harry is 
stopping here so I think there’s going 
to be a happy ending either way. 

“I don’t think that he will be going 
anywhere.”

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Plan for Gateway 
could cost £29k

DUNSTABLE Town Council 
has recommended the 
release of £29,800 from 
reserves to fund the urgently 
needed restoration of the 
historic Priory Gardens 
Gateway. 

The gateway, which is 
described as ‘an important 
historical feature’ in 
Dunstable, forms part of 
Priory Gardens, an area 
which has strong associations 
with Henry VIII. 

Earlier this year it was nec¬ 
essary to fence off the gateway 
to restrict public access as the 
condition of the structure had 
become unsafe. 

A survey was then carried 
out by architects which 
revealed that that gateway is 
in a ‘very fragile state’ with 
potential structural instabili¬ 
ty and severe erosion and 
delapidation in places. 

The report adds that ‘the 
wall is in a perilous state and 
unless repairs are put in hand 
as a matter or urgency and

certainly before winter 
2013/14, more and more 
original fabric will be lost.’ 

It has been suggested that 
repair works should be 
carried out in two phases. 

The estimated costs for 
Phase 1 total £29,800, which 
includes the services of 
a structural engineer, an 


archaeologist and the reme¬ 
dial works. 

The level of council funding 
required for Phase 2 would be 
determined by the tender pro¬ 
cess and the outcome of a bid 
to the Heritage Lottery Fund.

THE Luton and Dunstable 
Hospital is expected to 
‘absorb’ some urgent chil¬ 
dren’s cases which would 
usually have gone to Bedford 
Hospital. 

This comes after it was 
announced earlier this week 
that Bedford Hospital’s paedi¬ 
atric ward was due to close. 

As of next Monday, ambu¬ 
lances will not be taking any 
children under the age of 19 to 


Bedford Hospital accident 
and emergency and instead 
they will be taken to the next 
nearest hospital which could 
be the Luton and Dunstable, 
Milton Keynes, the Lister or 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

A spokesman for the Luton 
and Dunstable hospital said: 
“In response to the recent 
changes to paediatric services 
at Bedford Hospital neigh¬ 
bouring hospitals, including 
the Luton and Dunstable 
University Hospital, will 
absorb any urgent or emer¬ 
gency paediatric cases that

We need more ‘cohesion’ 

SIR - Last week’s Luton on Sunday carried a 
full page advertisement offering free copies 
of the Qur’an. 

I applaud this and find it very encouraging 
as it appears to be a genuine attempt to try 
to improve the understanding of Islam 
among non-Muslims. 

I wish this initiative every success because 
religious misunderstandings doubtless do 
contribute to some of our inter-community 
problems. But religious misunderstandings 
contribute far less than is generally realised. 

While it’s true that the lihadists have very 
seriously damaged Islam on a world-wide 
scale, Islam’s image among non-Muslims is 
only a part of the problem; and a small part 
at that. 

The real problem, certainly here in Luton, 
is integration; or rather the lack of it. 

The very word ‘cohesion’ - which keeps 
tripping of the tongues of our local out-of- 
touch and obsequious politicians - implies 
a ‘joining together’ or a ‘merging’. 

No significant amount of cohesion can 
ever be achieved while large swathes of the 
population continue to display their 
‘difference’ and thereby refuse to join in. 

Locally, the term ‘Muslim’ is mainly used 
as a convenient means of labelling the larg¬ 
est of these ‘non-conformers’ - not as a con¬ 
scious reference to their religion at all. 

As long as people practise their religions 
discretely the vast majority don’t care if they 
are Muslim, Christian, Druids or 
Zoroastrians. 


It’s only when they insist on overtly main¬ 
taining their traditions or trying to have the 
rules bent or changed to accommodate 
them that the problems arise. 

Crucially, you cannot have ‘multicultural- 
ism’ and ‘cohesion’ because the two terms 
are as mutually exclusive as oil and water. 

There is a well known proverb which sums 
it up very neatly: “When in Rome, do as the 
Romans do”.

Judge brands bus 
attack trio ‘thugs’

THREE men who attacked a 
bus driver as he walked to 
work early one morning were 
guilty of blatant ‘thuggery’ a 
judge said. 

The violence, which was cap¬ 
tured on CCTV, showed the 
trio kicking and punching 
their victim as he lay on the 
ground outside the White 
House Bar in the town centre. 

Naeem Raja, 22, of 
Hawksfield, Bushmead; Adil 
Farooq, 23, of Foxbury Close, 


and Mohammed Akram, 24, of 
Ash Road, all appeared at 
Luton Crown Court on 
Tuesday after admitting to 
assaulting bus driver Victor 
Tull as he walked to work at 
7am on September 8, 2012. 

Judge Richard Foster jailed 
Raja and Akram for six 
months. Farooq was given an 
eight month jail sentence 
which was suspended. 

In addition he will have to 
carry out 150 hours of unpaid 
work and be subject to a three 
month home curfew. 

The court heard the trio had 


spent the night drinking in the 
town centre and were drunk 
when they launched the sav¬ 
age attack on their victim. 

Mr Tull had headphones on 
as he made his way to work in 
his busman’s uniform. 

But the three thugs were out 
for trouble and surrounded 
him. Passing sentence on the 
men, Judge Foster told them: 
‘You were drunk using shod 
feet as a weapon. 

“Mr Tull was a single man 
and vulnerable, being 
attacked by the three of you 
acting in a group.”

JAKE Gallagher was just 16-years-old when 
he suddenly died from an undiagnosed 
heart condition in April. LAUREN ARCHELL 
spoke to his mum, Sarah Pyatt, who is now 
campaigning for heart screenings to be 
more readily available for young people 


JAKE Gallagher was a normal 
16-year-old boy. He loved his 
family, his friends and like 
most teenage boys, he liked 
to play video games. 

But what no-one knew was 
that he had an undiagnosed 
heart condition. 

Back in April, Jake who lived 
in Houghton Regis, was play¬ 
ing on his X-box at his grand¬ 
mother’s house when he 
collapsed and was rushed to 
Watford General Hospital. 

Paramedics were able to 
restart his heart, but two days 
later, doctors said that his 
brain had been starved of 
oxygen and he was unlikely 
to survive. 

Medics later confirmed that 
Jake had ‘Sudden Arrhythmic 
Death Syndrome’, which may 
have been triggered by a 
surge of adrenaline while 
playing the game. His heart 
would have then been sent 
into an irregular pattern but 
was unable to correct itself. 

Although this surge of 
adrenaline is believed to have 
been caused by excitement 
from playing the video game, 
physical exercise, or anything 
that causes the heart to beat 
faster could have been the 


trigger at a different time. 

Following the tragedy, lake’s 
mum, Sarah Pyatt, 46, has 
joined forces with charity, 
Cardiac Risk in the Young, 
(CRY) to raise awareness 
about undiagnosed heart 
conditions, and to call for 
heart screenings to be made 
more readily available. 

She said: “Statistics show 
that 12 youngsters a week die 
of Sudden Arrhythmic Death 
Syndrome, yet I hadn’t heard 
of it before and neither have 
the majority of people that I 
have spoken to. 

“I wouldn’t want anyone 
else to go through what we 
have been through. 

“It has been hell on earth for 
our family.” 


Dr Steven Cox, director of 
screening at CRY said: “We 
provide free heart screenings 
for people aged between 14 
and 35 and think it so 
important for people to have 
that opportunity. 

“Of those we screen, around 
l-in-300 has a potentially life- 
threatening heart condition, 
and l-in-100 has a less serious 
condition. 

“The screening involves a 
consultation and then an 
electrocardiogram (ECG). 

“It is a quick, non-invasive 
and painless procedure.” 

Sarah has now organised a 
charity disco in Jake’s name 
to help raise money for CRY, 
to ensure they can carry on 
providing heart screenings 
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IMPORTANT: Sarah Pyatt is 
campaigning for heart 
screenings (above) to be more 
readily available for young 
people after her son Jake 
(pictured with her, right) died 
from an undiagnosed condition 

She said: “This is our way of 
helping them and raising 
further awareness about the 
importance of having a heart 
screening.” 

The event, which includes a 
disco, buffet and auction, will 
take place on Friday, 
September 6 at St Vincent’s 
Social Club in Houghton 
Regis.

MONSTERS UNIVERSITY (U) 

Director: Dan Scanlon 

THOSE who feared this prequel to 
Monsters Inc could have been a 
damp squib like Cars 2 needn’t 
have worried - as this is nearly as 
good as the original. 

Some may have thought Pixar had 
lost some of its morals, because - 
bar Toy Story - it hadn’t made 
sequels to its acclaimed films until 
it joined permanent forces with 
Disney so the House of Mouse 
could milk their franchises. 

But this is arguably one you DID 
want to see, and even though we 
know how this world ultimately 
pans out for Mike Wazowski (Billy 
Crystal) and Sulley (John 
Goodman) - this is one worthy tale 
watching how they get there. 

It opens with arguably one of the 
cutest Pixar characters yet, as a 
young Mike (Noah Johnston) 
makes it his lifelong dream to join 
Monsters Inc after an eventful 
school trip to the famous factory. 

Years later he’s on his way to 
Monsters University - the ultimate 
scaring academy- to learn the tools 
of the trade, under the watchful eye 
of daunting school Dean, Abigail 
Hardscrabble (Helen Mirren). 

Here he rooms with younger 
incarnations of the characters we 
know and love from the original - 
like Steve Buscemi’s Randall - and 
we see that Mike didn’t exactly hit it 
off with the laid-back antics of 
Sulley as their two egos collide. 

But when a serious misdemean¬ 
our throws the two together with a 


group of Oozma Kappa house mis¬ 
fits - including the lovable duo of 
Squishy (Peter Sohn) and Don (Joel 
Murray) - they have to win the 
‘Scare Games’ to stay in the univer¬ 
sity. 

And while this may sound pretty 
generic, the final half hour pro¬ 
vides enough surprising twists and 
emotional turns to really make this 
another worthy entry in the Pixar 


canon. 

That coupled with countless 
comedic moments that puts it up 
with there with Pixar’s best in 
terms of humour, this really does 
comfortably better the recent 
Despicable Me 2 - if you have to 
choose between them for a family 
night out at the cinema. 

It may just lack the originality 
(and Boo) that made the first film 


so magical, but Mike and Sulley are 
now undoubtedly one of Disney’s 
finest ever duos - and pound-for- 
pound (sorry Minions, you’re still 
hilarious) this is the BEST 
animation of the summer.

Having stormed to the title in remarka¬ 
ble circumstances in 2012-13, McLoughlin 
now sees no reason why Town cannot 
push on for further success especially in 
the wake of signing Adam Watkins from 
Luton Town among others. 

“I would not say it is disastrous if we do 
not make the play-offs this year, but I 
would say it would be disappointing for 
the club,” said McLoughlin. 

“Ambition is key at this club. With every 
level you have to move up and try to com¬ 
pete and we have total belief in what we 
are doing here. 

“We would love to be in the Conference 
in five years but we do not want to get 
ahead of ourselves. We have targets we 
want to match though.” The Creasey Park 
side have recently added weight to their 
ambitious plans by reaching an agree¬ 
ment with eight local businessmen 
around Dunstable to form a consortium 
in order to fund what McLoughlin has 
called a “five-year project”. 

They have also convinced prolific striker 
Lee Roache to stay at the club. 

The former Barnet hitman, who eclipsed 
Kerry Dixon’s 33-year record for goals in a 
season last year, will look to form a deadly 
partnership with new recruit Chris Marsh 
who has joined from Arlesey Town. 

Former Luton Town midfielder Stephen 
O’Leary and defenders Joe Bruce and Matt 
Nolan complete Dunstable’s summer 
spending spree and McLoughlin is happy 
the current squad can take the Southern 
League by storm when the new season 
kicks-off. 

“We have a healthy squad now with 
competition in all areas,” said 
McLoughlin. 

“We have cover in every department so 
we see no need to add any more players at 
this stage. 

“We all know our agendas here so we 
have to take that to the field and turn that 
into positive results.” 

Dunstable’s first real pre-season test will 
be a friendly at home to Blue Square Bet 
Premier side Luton Town on Thursday 
evening.

SPRINTER Deji Tobais has been given his first 
senior athletic call-up by Great Britain, for the 
World Championships in Moscow this August. 

The 21-year-old Luton athlete, a representa¬ 
tive of Bedford and County AC, has rose through 
the age brackets and will now have a chance to 
show his talent on the world stage. 

He will be the youngest member of a 4x100m 
relay squad which includes Dwain Chambers, 
Andy Robertson, Harry Aikines-Aryeetey, 
Richard Kilty, James Ellington and James 
Dasaolu. 

“I came home from the European U23 tourna¬ 
ment and got a phone call from a number I had 
never seen before,” said Tobais when talking 
about his call-up. 

“It turned out to be from the Great Britain 
relay and sprint coach, who told me I had been 
selected for the 4x100m relay. 

“My first reaction was that it was a prank call, 
but when I found out it was real I was bouncing 
off the walls.” 

Whilst he has been selected for the team, 
Tobais doesn’t necessarily expect to take to the 
track given the talent alongside him. 

But whatever happens, the experience in 
Russia will help hold him in good stead for what 
he hopes to achieve in the sport in the future. 

“Because I am part of a team, I will fulfil any 
role I am given as well as I can, whether I end up 
running or not,” he said. 

“I’m not going to shut any doors on races I can 
compete in. I’m just going to take it one step at 
a time. Rio 2016 is a long term aim, but I’m not 
going to push out the boat. 


“There are other athletes who could come in. 
It would be incredible for me, but it’s very diffi¬ 
cult to get a spot on the team.” 

Tobais, who has read Sports Studies and 
Business at the University of Hertfordshire, has 


also attended Bedford College. 

Great Britain will be looking for a better 
4x100m relay performance than the last Worlds 
in Daegu in 2011, when a baton drop ended any 
hopes of challenging for a medal.
